C ou ture is employed as a milk dealer 
and L aro u x is a hostler at Hood s farm 
in N o rth T ew ksbury.

night on a very serious charge, convince 
those same friends that her family grief 
has made her mentally ill. 
From a beau 
tiful bride of a few years ago lier grief 
has made her haggard in feature 
and 
emaciated in form so that she had the 
sympathy of all who knew her. 
The story as given out by tile police is 
almost dramatic in its 
make-up, 
and 
seemed at first almost incredible until two 
letters were brought forward as confirma­ 
tory evidence. On Monday 
last, it

claimed that Mrs. Huntoon went to Bos­ 
ton, and In tile Union station there ac­ 
costed a young man, a total 
stranger.

fireman explains itself: 
Editor Sun—As a word of explanation 
seem s necessary to explain the firemen’s 
petition for higher wages, you will oblige 
the petitioners by printing the following 
in the columns of The Sun. Tile 
rules 
governing the fire department provide as 
follows: 
Article IO—Every member of the perma­ 
nent force shall give their entire time to 
the interests of the department, and shall 
alw ays be at or near the bouse to which 
bey are attached, except when assigned 
t»v the chiel to other a m ies or un leave of 
absence; three hours daily aud no more 
without permission of the chief wilt be 
allowed for meals, and they shall not un­ 
der any circumstances, leave tnelr respec­ 
tive houses without notifying the officer 
in charge and said officer may grant a 
leave of absence to a member of his com ­ 
pany for one half hour, and no 
more; 
they shall not attend a caucus or political 
convention as a delegate, or take part 
whatever in political matters other than 
to exercise the right of suffrage. 
It will Le seen by the above rule that 
the permanent m em bers of the fire de­ 
partment are thus debarred from standing 
on the street corners or in the corridors 
o f city hall buttonholing members of th** 
city government to vote for this or that 
act which will benefit them, or 
leaning 
over their shoulders to see 
how 
they 
vote. 
it will also be seen that while ev ­ 
ery other department of the public 
S e r ­ 
vice has had un increase of wages, 
or 
other emolument, th*' firemen h a \e been 
given nothing, only the right of petition 
Is left them; and in presenting their peti­ 
tion to the city council they acted only 
within the above rule. 
A legal day is 
8 hours. 
They are required to work a 
calendar day, or 
three legal 
days 
for 
w hat is termed one d a y ’s 
pay; 
hence, 
ll 11-24 cents per hour is all they receive. 
T hey are not to blam e because they have 
to sit around and wait for an alarm. 
It 
is better for the city that they 
should, 
for when they ure busy property is be­ 
ing destroyed. 
In lKVf* the eight hour law’ was adopted 
and the city laborers were paid the same 
w a g e s as before; therefore they 
prac­ 
tically received an increase of on hour’s 
pay per diem. In the sam e year the po­ 
l i c e were pla cd upon a pension basis in 
accordance with the Act of K92. 
The e is 
no need to say what the firemen got. 
A s near as possible the police are w ith­ 
in the provisions of the eight-hour law. 
They receive $2 75 per day. or 34 3-8 cents 
an hour for every hour of duty perform­ 
ed. 
Sewer men receive 25 cents per hour. 
Street laborers 22 1-8 cen ts p*-r hour. Car­ 
penters and painters 31 1-2 cents ta r hour. 
H ealth department men 22 1-2 cents 
per 
hour. 
It la easy to see that these men 
ar** all paid much larger wages than fire­ 
men. and also that they have to them ­ 
selves to go where they please and do as 
they please IG hours out of every 24. whl’e 
firemen must Play In their respective s*a- 
tions the whole 21 hours and listen for the 
tap of the bell—a lw a y s on the alert, al­ 
w ays ready to do or to die, to save fife 
and property of tile people. 
A s to the call men, It Is claimed with 
a good deal of iustice that their liability 
to Immediate sum m ons from work has 
made It Imttnssible fur them to obtain em ­ 
ployment 
in 
many 
business 
establish­ 
ments. ami it Is su'd there is only one cor­ 
poration in the city that will employ a 
call fireman. 
T his narrowing of the field of employ­ 
ment because

SAN JUAN DE PORTO RICO, Dec. 19.- 
The legislative assembly of Porto Rico 
has been in session si flee December 3. The 
predicted clashes and split up of the re­ 
publican party have not materialized. The 
house sessions are as harmoniously con­ 
ducted as one would w ish. 
The house has been holding daily four 
hours’ sessions, over forty-five bills have 
been Introduced and no end of motions 
and amendments. 
Put one bill has been 
passed. 
By law the assembly is allowed 
Sixty days in whic h to complete each ces­ 
sion. 
Fifteen days have passed and next 
to nothing has been accomplished, 
and 
the local papers are suggesting th at it is 
about time something was 
done. 
The 
house is badly in need of 
a competent 
force of translators and clerks. 
There 
tee ms to be no system. Bills are prepared 
and Introduced covering most 
common 
m atters and in a manner most unleglsla- 
tive. 
The members are entirely ignorant 
of any kind of procedure. 
Few of 
the 
bills are in proper form: m any have been 
fled, written in pencil or a sheet 
torn 
from a scratch pad. 
It is,incredible, al­ 
most, that the members should take so 
little pains in the preparation of their 
bills. Most of them are w ritten during the 
•ession a n d -are more in the form of sug­ 
gestions rather than of projected 
laws. 
An inspiration may come to a member; 
he picks up a pad or draw s an envelope 
or a scrap of paper from his pocket; jots 
down a few sentences and presents the 
‘•document” as a bill and it Is duly filed. 
There are about forty such and none is 
w orthy of mention, excepting to illustrate 
to what trivial m atters the members are 
devoting their (and the people s) time, 
i 


In stead of getting down to the crying 
need of Porto Rico, a revision of the laws- 
blll to enact such laws as these are drawn 
up and introduced. 
“To establish woman suffrage and 
to 
give women preference over men in public 
positions for which they are competent.” 
“ Relating lo salaries of school teach­ 
ers.” 
“Relating to contracts made in provin­ 
cial currency.” 
"Governing the profession of pharm a­ 
cy.” 
A resolution wus presented “to legalize 
tile sport of cock lighting ' by the same 
member w ho is the author of the woman 
suffrage bill. 
At yesterday s session the committee on 
rules reported ihut bills relating to Hie 
following m atters should have pieference 
over all other business: 
Insular police, salaries, police 
courts, 
loans, telegraphs and railroads. 
On motion “mortgages” were added to 
the list and the report was adopted. 
The council passed a bill Introducing the 
jury system, but it was defeated in the 
house yesterday by a vote of 15 to 12. 
Several members claimed that the bill 
was not properly translated fr rn the E ng­ 
lish original. 
The bill was ordered to lie 
retranslated and will be ^.considered to- 
da y. 
The executive council is daily holding 
“secret" executive sessions behind clos* d 
doors. 
T h e s e are for the purpose of con­ 
sidering franchises and 
other 
matters 
over which the council has exclusive iur- 
isdiction. 
The pub!!' is not informed of 
the nature of these discussions. 
The only bill passed by the h o u s e 
to 
date i© that “declaring the office of de'e- 
gate incompatible with other public offi­ 
ces.” 
At present it does not seem that 
the 
lower house is a success as a law mak ng 
body. l>ut perhaps it is too early to J cdg 
The chamber o f commerce o f Po-*.. r> 
yesterday petitioned the house, asking f r 
an appm priat on for a Forte Rican exhi­ 
bit at tile onmlng Pan-American exposi­ 
tion at Buffalo.

As f a r a s th e T ew k sb u ry autho rities 
can learn C outure, who lives In

side of a double house w ith L aroux, 
a tte m p te d to gain a n en tra n ce to

a d m itta n c e it 
is 
alleged th a t he broke open th e street 
door w ith an ax e a n d a tte m p te d to a s ­

called at the house of W illiam E. Riley 
a short d istance aw ay, and asked for 
assistance.

L aro u x drop the axe. 
C outure w as ly­ 
ing on his left side in the little room 
n ext to the kitchen —a 
room

floor and the m an seem ed to be 
in a 
critical condition. 
Mr. Riley ra n to the 
office of T aylor &. B a rk e r and called 
for F. H. F a rm e r by telephone. 
I h a p ­ 
pened to be in Mr. F a rm e r’s office at 
th e tim e und to geth er we w ent to the 
tenem ent 
of 
C outure 
and 
La r aux. 
F ro m 
ou r investigation 
we 
learned 
th a t C outure had been to Lowell with 
his m ilk wagon and had returned In a 
dru n k en 
condition. 
He 
w as 
using 
m uch profan ity and L aroux heard him 
from the kitchen. 
L aro ux locked the 
b ack door w hen he realized his n eigh ­ 
bor's condition and seated him self 
in 
th e kitchen wit Ii his wife and 
three

HIS PROCLAMATION 


ORIGINAL DOCUMENT ISSUED BY 
SAM WAH. 
Bv Associated Press to Tbs Baa. 
WASHINGTON. 
Dec. 
27.—Friends 
In W ashington of First 
Lieutenant 
Henry D. F oster Long of the Marine 
Corps, who participated In the recent 
campaign In China, has received from 
him copies of a proclamation prepared 
by 8am Wall, a Chinese scholar, and 
issued with the sanction of the Com­ 
m ander 
of the American marines at 
Tien Tsin. The proclamation is In Sam 
W ah’s best English and Is interesting 
not only for th at reason, but also on 
account of the provision contained for 
the personal safety of its author. The 
proclamation follows: 
“I arn very sorry for all the good in­ 
habitants th at there is u great confus­ 
ion took place oh which you met with. 
Now I inform 
you to be peaceful by 
Major of U. S. M. C„ when this procla­ 
mation is hanging to all buildings of 
all the streets, so I order all the people 
stayed with the American section and 
all the soldiers of all nations as fol­ 
lows: 
“(I) Many kinds of weapons are not 
allowed to keep In all dwellings 
be­ 
longing to this 
section, and your In­ 
habitants should send the weapons to 
the 
interpreter of U. S. M. C. 3. S. 
Wa his house, if you have kept before. 
"(2) You should take great care for 
the fire setting out In any time. The 
Tien Tsin w ater society must be a l­ 
lowed to carry w ater in putting down 
the fire as possible. 
"(3) You should come to IT. S. M. C., 
reporting all soldiers of all nations or 
the native robbers when they disturb 
in any buildings of this section. 
“(4) I have paid the wages 
to the 
laborers to bury all death and clean all 
streets, to take aw ay the dirts, and you 
should keep the cleanliness. 
“(5)

FIREMEN’S PETITION 


FOR H IG H E R PAY E X PL A IN E D BY 
ONE OF THEM. 
The following communication sent in by 
fireman explains Itself: 
Editor Sun—As a word of explanation 
stems necessary to explain the firemen’s 
petition for higher wages, you will oblige 
the petitioners by printing the following 
In the columns of The Sun. The 
rules 
eventing the fire department provide as 
lollows: 
Article IO—Every member of the perma­ 
nent force shall give their entire time to 
the interests of the department, and shall 
<ways be at or near Hie house to which 
hey are attached, except when assigned 
uy the chief to oilier auues or on leave of 
absence; three hours daily and no more 
ithout permission of the chief will bo 
allowed for meals, and they snail not un- 
r any circumstances, leave tneir respec­ 
tive houses without notifying the otticer 
charge and said officer may grant a 
leave of absence to a member of his com­ 
pany for one half hour, and no 
more; 
they shall not attend a caucus or political

One of the city hall office holders tells i 
about a young woman who went into j 
her boarding house at 9 o’clock Ghrlst- * 
mas morning and when the lady of the 
house told her that breakfast had been 
over an hour, she sweetly said: “ Why I 
breakfast Isn’t served till 9 Sun—" and j 
then she stopped, blushed 
and went i 
out to look up a restaurant. 


It will Le seen by the above rule that 
the permanent members of the fire de­ 
partment are thus debarred from standing 
on the street corners or in the corridors 
of city hall buttonholing members of the 
tty government to vote for this or that 
aet which will benefit them, or 
leaning 
over their shoulders to see 
how 
they 
Ute. It will also be seen that while ev­ 
ery other department of the public 
ser­ 
vice has had an increase of wages. 
or 
other emolument, the firemen have been 
given nothing, only the right of petition 
is left them; and in presenting their peti­ 
tion to the city council they acted only 
within the above rule. 
A legal day la 
8 hours. 
They are required to work a 
calendar day, or three legal 
days 
for 
what Is termed one day’s 
pay: 
hence, 
ll 11-24 cents per hour Is all they receive. 
They are not to blame because they have 
to sit around and wait for an alarm, it 
Is better for the city that they 
should, 
for when they are busy property is be­ 
ing destroyed. 
In 1899 the eight hour law' was a d o p te d 
and the city laborers were paid the same 
wages as before; therefore they 
prac­ 
tically received an increase of on hour s 
pay per diem. In the same year the po­ 
lice were pla -e«l upon a pension basis in 
accordance wdth the Act of ’Mel. 
The'e is 
no need to say what the firemen got. 
As near as possible the police are with­ 
in the provisions of the elght-hotir law. 
They receive $2.75 per day*, or 34 3-8 rents 
an hour for every hour of duty perform­ 
ed. 
Sewer men receive 25 Cents t er hour. 
Street laborers 22 1-8 cent* per hour. Car­ 
penters ami r ainier* SI 1-2 cents per hour. 
Health department men 22 1-2 cents t er 
hour. 
It Is easy to see that these men 
are all paid much larger wages than fire­ 
men. and also that they have to them­ 
selves to go where they please and do as 
they please 16 hours out of every 24, whl’e 
firemen must stay in their respective sta­ 
tions the whole 24 hours and listen for the 
tap of the bell—a1 way* on the alert, al­ 
ways ready to do or to die, to save life 
and property Of the people. 
As to the call men, it is claimed with 
a good deal of justice that their liability 
to immediate summons from work lins 
made It Impossible for them to obtain em­ 
ployment 
In rnanv business estihllsn- 
ments. and it iw sa bl there is only ore cor­ 
poration In the city that will employ a 
ca’I fireman. 
This narrowing of the field of employ­ 
ment because 
of 
service to tile city’ 
should, it is argued, be made up for in 
Increased compensation.

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Porto Ricaos Have No 
Government Ideas 


B y A saactated T ress to The Sun. 
SAN JUAN DE POHTO RICO, Dec. 19.- 
The legislative assembly of Porto Rico 
has been In session since December ?.. The 
predicted clashes and split up of the re­ 
publican party have not materialized. The 
house sessions are as harmoniously con­ 
ducted as one would wish. 
The house has been holding daily four 
hours’ sessions, over forty-five bills have 
been Introduced and no end of motions 
and amendments. 
But one bill has been 
passed. 
By law the assembly is allowed 
•lxty days iii which to complete each ses­ 
sion. 
Fifteen days have passed and next 
to nothing has been accomplished, 
and 
the local papers are suggesting that it is 
about time something was 
done. 
The 
house ic badly In need of 
a competent 
force of translators and clerks. 
There 
seems to be no system. Bills are prepared 
and Introduced covering most 
common 
matters and In a manner most unleglsla- 
tive. 
The members are entirely ignorant 
of any kind of procedure. 
Few of the 
bills are In proper form; many have been 
fled, written in pencil or a sheet 
torn 
from a scratch pad. 
It is incredible, al­ 
most, that the members should take so 
little pains in the preparation of their 
bills. Most of them are written during the 
Session and are more In the form of sug­ 
gestions rather than of projected 
laws. 
An Inspiration may Come to a member; 
he picks up a pad or draws an envelope 
or a scrap of paper from his pocket; Jots 
down a few sentences and presents the 
••document” as a bill and It is duly tiled. 
There are about forty such and none is 
worthy of mention, excepting to illustrate 
to wrhat trivial matters the members are 
devoting their (and the people s) time. 


In stead of getting down to the crying 
need of Porto Rico, a retdslon of the laws- 
blll to enact such laws as these are drawn 
up and Introduced. 
‘‘To establish womah suffrage and 
to 
give women preference over men In public 
positions for which they are competent.” 
"Relating to salaries of school teach­ 
ers.” 
"Relating to contracts made In provin­ 
cial currency." 
‘•Governing the profession of pharma­ 
cy." 
A resolution was presented "to legalise 
the sport of cor av lighting ’ by the same 
member who is the author cf the woman 
suffrage bill. 
At yesterday's session the committee on 
rules reported that tints relating to the 
following matters should have preference 
over all other business: 
insular police, salaries, police 
courts, 
loans, telegraphs and railroads. 
On motion "mortgages ’ were added to 
the list and the report wan adopted. 
The council passed a bill introducing the 
Jury system, but it was defeated in the 
house yesterday by a vote of 15 to 12. 
Several members claimed that the bill 
was not properly trausla'ed from theFng- 
lish original. 
The bill was ordered to lie 
retranslated and will be re-considered to­ 
day. 
The executive council is daily holding 
‘‘secret'' executive sessions behind closed 
doors. 
These are for the purpose of con­ 
sidering franchises and 
other 
matters 
over which the council has exclusive iur- 
isdictlon. 
The public is not informed of 
the nature of these discussions. 
The only bill passed by the house to 
date is that "declaring the office of de’e- 
gate incompatible with other public offi­ 
ces. ” 
At present It does not seem that 
Hie 
lower house Is a «uccc*w as a law rn ak ny 
body, but perhaps it is too early to judge. 
The chamber of commerce ct F'o-*” ft 
yesterday petitioned the house, asking f -r 
an sppropri.it on for a Forte Rican exhi­ 
bit at the coming Pan-American exposi­ 
tion at Buffalo.

A row in Tew ksbury yesterday afte r­ 
noon resulted in Philias Couture being 
brought to the Lowell General hospi­ 
tal in the am bulance and F ran k 
L a ­ 
roux, alleged to have assaulted Couture, 
being locked up in the Lowell police 
station. 
Selectman F arm er of Tewksbury says 
the impression there is th a t Couture 
w as to blame. L aroux is not able 
to 
talk English plainly. 
As far as the Tewksbury authorities 
can learn Couture, who lives In one 
side of a double house with Laroux, 
attem pted to gain an entrance to the 
la tter’s abode. 
On being refused 
adm ittance it 
is 
alleged th a t he broke open the street 
door with an axe and attem pted to as 
sault 
Laroux. 
The 
latter defended 
himself with the help of un axe, it Is 
said, and soon had his opponent sub­ 
dued. 
Laroux w as found at his home when 
Officer Manley reached 
the building. 
The door was chopped almost into kin­ 
dling wood and tho tenement In a disor­ 
dered condition as the result of 
the 
battle with the axes. 
Laroux has a wound on the arm, 
but not of a serious nature. 
Couture 
is injured on the head and is also su f­ 
fering from bruises on the right side 
of the body. A fter the assault, until 
the arrival of the am bulance at 8.15, 
lie lay on a m attress in Laroux’s house 
Both men are of middle age, of quiet 
disposition, anil are not known to have 
had any previous trouble. A social a f ­ 
fair is supposed to have been the cause 
of yesterday’s fracas. 
There was a party at the house 
of 
Mr. Laroux, to which Mr. Couture and 
his wife were Invited. 
Mr. Couture 
did not attend, as thtu-e was a man 
present whom he did not like. He was 
ungry 
with 
Mr. 
Leroux for 
invit­ 
ing that man and he went around yes­ 
terday afternoon to express his opin­ 
ion on the m atter. 
Couture is employed as a milk dealer 
and Laroux is a hostler at Hood’s farm 
in North Tewksbury. 
Couture has three ribs fractured and 
a perforation of the right lung. 
Selectman B lasdell made the follow­ 
ing statem ent to a reporter last night: 
“Laroux said nothing and In a short 
time Couture seemed to abandon the 
idea of entering his neighbor’s 
house. 
The profanity ceased and Laroux went 
to the door to see w hat had become of 
Couture. As he opened the door Cou­ 
ture forced his way in. He had an axe 
In his hand. L arcux tried to walk by 
him, taking two of the 
children, but 
Couture would not permit him. Couture 
caught Laroux 
and placing his hand 
on Laroux’s face. forced him backward 
and threatened to kill 
him. 
Laroux 
was much smaller than his assailant, 
but he used his fist until the little and 
third fingers 
were 
sprained. 
Then, 
finding that he could not get the best 
of him, Larums seized an axe and soon 
had Couture in an unconscious 
state. 
Laroux says that he did not Intend to 
kill his antagonist, but that he acted 
in self-defence and wished simply to 
disable Min. In the struggle the m an’s 
wife fell, so that she must have been

In some danger. Laroux stood between 
his wife and Couture while the fight 
lasted. Ju st why Couture was not able 
to use the axe I do not know. Accord­ 
ing to our informants, the fight wa* 
in progress when 
Couture’s 
mother 
called at the house of William E. Riley 
a short distance away, and asked for 
assistance. 
Mr. Riley responded end 
arrived upon the scene in time to see 
Laroux drop the axe. Couture was ly­ 
ing on his left side In the little room 
next to the kitchen—a 
room 
which 
m ight be used as a summ er kitchen. 
There was a large pool of blood on the 
floor and the m an seemed to be in a 
critical condition. Mr. Riley ran to the 
office of Taylor A Barker and called 
for F. IL F arm er by telephone. I hap ­ 
pened to be in Mr. Farm er’s office a t 
the time and together we went to the 
tenement 
of Couture and 
Laroux. 
From 
our Investigation 
we 
learned 
th at Couture had been to Lowell with 
his milk wagon and had returned in a 
drunken 
condition. 
He was 
using 
much profanity and Laroux heard him 
from the kitchen. Laroux locked the 
back door when he realized his neigh­ 
bor’s condition and seated himself 
in 
the kitchen with his wife and 
three 
children. 
C o u t u r e soon appeared at 
the door and demanded admittance." 
Couture’s side of the story has 
not 
yet been learned. 


COUTURE IS DEAD. 


At the Lowell General hospital this 
morning at 9 o’clock Philias Couture 
passed aw ay as a result of his injuries. 
It was not 
supposed by the doctors 
who examined him that his 
Injuries 
were so serious, but as one of his lungs 
was perforated It Is probable th at In­ 
ternal hem orrhage set In and 
caused 
death, 
This puts a new aspect on the ca*p 
and the police are on the alert In the 
Investigation of the circumstances. 


LAROUX ARRAIGNED. 
Pale and tearful F rank Leroux sat In 
a corner of the dock In police 
court 
this morning nervously awaiting a r ­ 
raignment. 
At first 
he believed 
that he would 
only be charged with assault and b a t­ 
tery but the police upon learning of 
Couture’s death decided to change the 
complaint to the more serious one of 
manslaughter. 
Laroux first received intimation 
of 
the serious character of the case from 
his counsel, J. IL Guillet, Esq. arid he 
wept upon hearing the awful news. 
In appearance Laroux is a most inof­ 
fensive man. Slim, sickly looking and 
undersized he did not appear of the 
vicious nature which he Js alleged 
to 
have displayed in killing Couture. 
Two brothers 
of the defendant sat 
with the spectators in police court, in­ 
terested in their brother’s fate. They 
stated that F rank 
was a quiet man. 
They knew nothing of the particulars 
of the case. 
W h e n all other eases had been dis­ 
posed of Clerk S a v a g e culled out L a ­ 
roux’s name and he arose in the dock. 
At first Lawyer Guillet stated th a t 
his client 
pleading not guilty would 
waive the 
reading and examination, 
but immediately after changed it to 
simply waiving the reading of the com­ 
plaint. 
A continuance 
was asked 
for and 
Judge Hadley ordered the defendant in 
$5000 
for a preliminary 
hearing on 
Jan. 4,

Wife Charged With Plottin 


to Kill Husband 


She Was Once the Belle of Concord-* 
Husband Did Not Act Properly 
and She Secured a Divorce—Her 
Troubles Probably Mentally Un­ 
balanced Her

CONCORD, N. II., Dec. 27.—One of the 
most sensational episodes In the criminal 
line which the police of Concord have 
been called to handle for 
a long time 
came to a climax last night in the arrest 
of Mrs. Carrie Sinclair Huntoon. 16 years 
of age, well known In society and at the 
time of her marriage one of the belles of 
the city. 
The charge against her is that 
of conspiracy with intent to kill her di­ 
vorced husband, Walter C. Huntoon, of 
whom, it is asserted she had been ex­ 
tremely jealous and whom of late she 
apparently had hated with an Intensity 
that may have caused 
her mental 
de­ 
rangement. 
Mrs. Huntoon came Into undesirable no­ 
tice during an incident on Main 
street 
last spring when she seized from 
the 
hands of a well known young woman a 
letter said to have been written to the 
latter by Mr. Huntoon. 
At the Septem­ 
ber term of the superior court, Mrs. Hun­ 
toon was granted a divorce from her hus­ 
band on statutory grounds. 
Among her 
friends it is said I hat she had often ex­ 
pressed feelings of hatred toward Mr. 
Huntoon. but her acts, as claimed by the 
police and which led up to her arrest last 
night on a very serious charge, convince 
these same friends that her family grief 
has made her mentally ill. 
From a beau­ 
tiful bridp of a few years ago her grief 
has made her haggard in feature 
and 
emaciated in form so that she had the 
sympathy of all who knew her. 
The story as given out by the police is 
almost dramatic in its 
make-up, 
and 
•cerned at first almost incredible until two 
letters were brought forward aa confirma­ 
t o r y evidence. On Monday 
last, it 
is 
claimed that Airs. Huntoon went to Bos 
ton, and in the Union station there ac 
costed a young man, a total 
stranger, 
asking him if he was looking for work 
and would like to earn a dollar. 
He said 
he did and she asked him to get her 
man to do a Job for her. 
Ile asked her 
what the job was and she replied: “To 
put a man out of the way.” 
She said 
she wanted revenge on this man and that 
was th* only way she could get it. 
Toe 
police say that this young man. 
whom 
•he spoke to w as Wm. Henry Dutton of 47 
Linden street, 
Dorchester, Mass. 
The 
young man made no definite answer to 
what she said and after some further 
conversation he gave her his address and 
left her. 
Young Dutton went home and 
told his father of the conversation. 
His 
father sent him to the police authorities 
In Boston and they in turn notified City 
Marshal Locke, giving the latter a de­ 
scription of the woman as Dutton remem­ 
bered her. 
On Tuesday, the police say, Mrs. Ilun- 
toon came back to this city and wrote a 
letter to young Dutton, telling him 
to 
come here at once and giving directions as 
to how he was to do the job when he got 
here. 
It now appears that this letter 
Dutton showed to the police and by their 
directions arranged to meet Mrs. Huntoon 
here last evening. 
City Marshal Locke 
went to Boston yesterday afternoon, met 
Dutton and brought him here. 
At 8 o clock last night, according to pre­ 
arranged plans, Dutton met Mrs. Hun­ 
toon at the post office and took her to 
the rear of the state house for conversa­ 
tion. 
Marshal Locke and Assistant Mar­ 
sha) Rand were inside the state house to 
observe the proceedings. 
Dutton claims 
that Mrs. Huntoon handed him a loaded 
revolver and an envelope which she said 
contained a $5 bill as part payment for 
th* job and another envelope as a decoy 
letter which was to be given to Huntoon 
her former husband in order to get him 
Into a favorable place for the carrying 
©ut of the crime. 
Mrs. Huntoon then left Dutton 
and 
•tarted towards her home, while Dutton 
reported to the o jeers. The latter accom­ 
panied Dutton to Mrs. Huntoon's home 
where the city marshal concealed himself 
Just outside the front door, after which 
Dutton rang the bell. 
When Mis. Huntoon came 
to 
the 
door and stepped outside, Dutton told 
h er he had lost the decoy letter 
and 
could not find H untoon’s house. Mrs. 
Huntoo-n told him the 
number 
and 
pointed In the direction of the ho ase. 
As she did so the m arshal caught her 
by the urn). She looked around, rec­ 
ognised th** marshal and went Into hy 


w ant done, for I told you, and this ll 
an easy way to do It.

“I arn very sorry for all the good in­ 
habitants that there is a great confus 
ion took place on .vhieh you met with. 
Now I inform 
you to be peaceful by 
Major of U. S. M. C., when this procla 
mation is hanging to all buildings of 
all the streets, so I order all the people 
stayed with the American section and 
all the soldier® of all nations as fol­ 
lows; 
“ (I) Many kinds of weapons are not 
allowed to keep In all dwellings 
be­ 
longing to this 
section, and your in­ 
habitants should send the weapons to 
the 
Interpreter of 
IT. S. M. C. S. S 
W ah’s house, if you have kept before. 
“(2) You should take great care for 
the fire setting out in any time. The 
Tien Tsin w ater society m ust be a l­ 
lowed to carry w ater in putting down 
the fire as possible. 
"(3) You should come to U. S. M. C., 
reporting all soldiers of all nations or 
the native robbers when they disturb 
In any buildings of this section. 
“(4) I have paid the wages 
to the 
laborers to bury all death and clean all 
streets, to take aw ay the dirts, and you 
should keep the cleanliness. 
"(5) 
If all the escaped people like to 
come back to their original buildings. 
I m ust protect you by the American 
force and you m ay stay here as usual. 
“(6) All native shops should open for 
sale, because you certainly live upon 
this purpose. 
If any persons disturb 
the shops or do not pay the money for

things, 
I m ust

punishm ents to them. 
“ (7) All soldiers of the U. S. forces in

city will give

to the

FOR HIGHER PAY EXPLAINED BY 
ONE OF THEM. 
The following communication sent in by 
a fireman explains itself: 
Editor Sun—As a word of explanation 
seems necessary to explain the firemen's 
petition for higher W’agos. you will oblige 
the petitioners by printing the following 
in the columns of Th® Sun. The 
rules 
governing th® fire department provide as 
follows: 
Attid® IO—Every member of the perma­ 
nent force shull give their entire time to 
the interests of the department, and shall 
atwuys be at or near toe house to which 
iiiey ure attached, except when assigned 
uy the chief to other uuues or on leave of 
aosence; three hours daily and no more 
without permission of the chief will be 
allowed for meals, and they snail not un­ 
der any circumstances, leave tneir re^PvC- 
tive houses witnout notifying the officer 
in charge and said officer may grant a 
leave of absence to a member of his com­ 
pany for one half hour, and no 
more; 
they shall not atienu a caucus or political 
convention us a delegate, or take part 
whatever in political matters other than 
to exercise the right of suffrage. 
It will Lo seen by the above rule that 
the permanent members of the fire de­ 
partment ar® thus debarred from standing 
on the street corners or in the corridors 
of city hall buttonholing members of the 
city government to vote for this or that 
act which will benefit them, or 
leaning 
over their shoulders to see 
how 
they 
vote. It will also be seen that while ev­ 
ery other department of the public 
ser­ 
vice has had an Increase of wages, 
or 
other emolument, tile firemen have been 
given nothing, only the right of petition 
is left them; and In presenting their peti­ 
tion to the city council they acted only 
within the above rule. 
A legal day is 
8 hours. 
They are required to work a 
calendar day, or three legal 
days 
for 
what Is termed one day’s 
pay; 
hence, 
ll 11-24 cents per hour is all they receive. 
They are not to blame because they have 
to sit around and walt for an alarm. It 
Is better for the city that they 
should, 
for when they are busy property Is be­ 
ing destroyed. 
In 1899 the eight hour law wa* adopted 
and the city laborers were paid the same 
wages as before; therefore they 
prac­ 
tically received an increase of on hour's 
pay per diem. In the same year the po­ 
lice were placed upon a pension basis In 
accordance with the Act of n 92. 
The e is 
no need to say what the firemen got. 
As near os possible tho police are with­ 
in the provisions of the eight-hour law. 
They receive $2.75 per day. or 34 3-8 cents 
an hour for every hour of duty perform­ 
ed. 
Sewer men receive 25 cents per hour. 
Street laborers 22 1-8 cents pc*- hour. Car­ 
penters and palnte’-a SI 1-2 cents per hour. 
Health department men 22 1-2 cents | er 
hour. 
It la easy to see that these men 
are all paid much larger wages than fire­ 
men. and also that they' have to them­ 
selves to «o where they please and do as 
they’ please 1C hours out of every 24. whl'e 
firemen must stay In their respective sta­ 
tions the whole 24 hours and listen for the 
tap of the bell—always on the alert, al- 
w'oys ready to do or to die, to save life 
and property of the people. 
As to the call men, it Is claimed with 
a good deal of justice that their liability 
to immediate summons from work has 
made It Impossible for them to obtain em­ 
ployment in mnnv business establish­ 
ments. and It is su'd there Is only one cor­ 
poration In the city that will employ a 
coil fireman. 
Tills narrowing of the field of employ­ 
ment because 
of 
service to the city 
should, it Is argued, be made up for in 
Increased compensation.

William Jenkins was one of Ave men

complicity In the stealing of a hoise from 
I.isle Levi, of Osgood, Ind. 
Levi was 
also a victim of the mob. 
The men killed 
were Robert Andrew', Telne Schuter, Wil­ 
liam Jenkins, (Safford Gordon, a 17 year 
old boy, and Lisle Levi, an aged soldier. 
There was a tight in which shots were 
fired at a deputy sheriff. 
Jenkins, with 
the others, was arrested and taken to 
jail at Versailles. Iud. Mrs. Jenkins sus­ 
pecting that mob violence* was brewing,

hours she waited under the window of 
lier husband's cell, ready to challenge 
any who came to do him harm.

The witness after being 
frequently asked to described tho forms 
of hazing to which Breth was subjected, 
replied: 
“I cannot exactly describe them in de­ 
tail, but I think they were 
the usual 
forms, such as holding out Indian clubs 
until it became tiresome, doing wooden 
Willie and other things which were in 
vogue at that time. 
“Breth w'as a very awkward man and 
did not seem to be able to do anything 
right very well. 
He was subject to ner­ 
vousness and easily rattled.” 
Continuing the witness said: 'I got a 
letter from Breth about six months after 
he left here. 
In it he tried to explain 
his difficulty in doing things right wid e 
at the post here and said that lie 
had 
been suffering from sickness all the time 
he was In camp, 
He had hoped to get 
betterln barracks, buf <?fcl not.’’ 
The witness, in reply to General n o u s 
said that he knew of about eight fights 
having occurred during the first twoyears 
he was in the academy and about 
nine 
during the next two years. 
Cadet Peace did not consider exercising 
brutal. 
After being closely questioned as 
to what he would consider brufal hazing 
witness said: 
“I should say that if 
a cadet were 
hazed to such a degree that he would be 
injured or had to be helped by his fellows 
the hazing would be brutal.” 
This answer was given 
after General 
Pates had intimated to the witness that 
In case a cadet died from the effects of 
such hazing, the law would hold all of 
those who took part in it responsible for 
the man’s death. 
The next witness was R. C. Booze, civil 
engineer, of Buffalo, N. Y.. a brother of 
the late Cadet Oscar L. Booze. 
He had 
r ot seen his brother during the time ti at 
h* was In the West Point academy in 1898. 
He said: 
“I received a letter from Oscar shortly 
after he went to the academy. 
In it ho 
said he felt strange at the place as it was 
his first experience away from home.

the second letter which I got about the 
beginning of August, he told me that he 
would Im* called out to fight in about a 
week. 
He complained of having had to 
take tobaseo sauce and suffered from a 
sore throat in consequence.

that it was forced down his throat and 
bo had to swallow it or choke.”

In speaking of the a ttra c ­ 
tion* of arm y life the sergeant says: 
It is a noticeable fact th a t the re­ 
cruit who becomes the best soldier al­ 
most invariably elects to remain with 
the arm y for life. In addition to 
the 
inducements of 
ample provision 
for 
life the enlisted man in our American 
army has n great prize ahead of him 
for which to strive. 
By sticking close to duty It is fairly 
easy for him to become a corporal and 
after th at a sergeant. A man holding 
the grade of either of these non-com­ 
missioned officers may if he convinces 
his officers th a t his service is m eritor­ 
ious apply for permission to be ex­ 
amined for a commission. 
He must pass a stiff examination, but 
a fairly well educated young m an can 
with the time he finds for study in the 
army gradually fit himself for such a 
test. He m ust serve in the arm y two 
years before he can try for a commis­ 
sion. Then lf he is ordered up for ex­ 
amination and passes he can became a 
second lieutenant. 
At present a large number of young 
men are being appointed annually from 
the ranks to commissions and some of 
the best officers in our arm y have so 
risen. And once the enlisted man pro­ 
gresses to a lieutenancy the whole scale 
of promotion is open to him. There is 
always a strong government back of 
the enlisted -man and one that looks 
well after him.

Otto 
Bernncclo, and Luigi Canst have been ar­ 
rested and identified by tho chief as be­ 
ing 
connected with tho attempted as­ 
sassination. 
The shooting occurred at about 4 a. 
rn. The affair filled the citizens with 
wrath and indignation and as the two 
prisoners were being taken Co the sta ­ 
tion It was only by the greatest effort 
on the part of the police that violence 
to the two men was prevented. 
Last night a local society of Italian 
socialists gave a party. At about mid­ 
night several persons who were known 
to be anarchists appeared ut the hall 
and 
almost immediately 
there 
was 
trouble. The row continued until fists, 
clubs and even revolvers were used and 
the police were summoned to put 
a 
stop to the disturbance. 
Chief Brown 
responded to 
the rail 
with his men. W ith considerable diffi­ 
culty they separated the com batants 
and took aw ay seveal weapons. 
On 
learning the true cause of the fight, 
they expelled the anarchists from the 
place. This seemed to settle the diffi­ 
culty and 
the police withdrew. 
As 
Chief Brown 
was 
making 
hts W’uy 
along a lonely street, he heard a shot 
as a bullet whistled by bls head. This 
seemed a signal for a fusilade from*dif­ 
ferent directions, and the chief started 
to run, a t the same time trying to open 
his coat to get his own revolver. Just 
then two bullets struck him and as he 
fell a third 
found 
lodgment 
In his 
body. In their excitement after the 
first shot three men had appeared and 
the chief recognized them all. 
When 
they saw- him fall, the three men dis­ 
appeared. Then the chief became un­ 
conscious and for an hour he lay where 
he had fallen In the snow and exposed 
to bitter cold. At the end of th a t time 
a passerby paw the man and assistance 
was soon at hand. 
The chief was taken to his home and 
under the care of physicians he recov­ 
ered consciousness and was able to tell 
who his assailants were.

Fastening one end to the 
center cross bar of 
the cell door, and 
squatting down on the Poor, he strangled 
himself. 
Ile was so quiet In carrying out his 


purpose that the two prisoners In the cell 
room did not know of the suicide until the 
victim was found by the inspector. 
The deceased was a kindly sort of fel­ 
low who drank only once in a while and 
it Is thought he felt humiliated bv his 
arrest and hence his suicide. 
He was a weaver employed in the cot. 
ton mill here. 
He was married and re­ 
sided on Middle street.
